as well as the principal Generals.”’

In the course of his remarks to the Queen 
Sefior Sagasta announced the departure of 
Séfior Polo y Bernabe from Washington, 
4nd said that the United States Minister, 
General Woodford, had been informed that 
it would be useless to present any note. 

Madrid, April 22.—The Queen Regent last 
night consulted with the respective political 
leaders and with the President of the Sen- 
ate. They advise her that the existing Cab- 
inet, without any modification, ought to con-

PHOSTILE FEELING IN MADRID.

They 
carried fragments through the. streets, yell- 
ing, ‘*‘ Down with the Yankees.”’ 

The police mixed with the crowd and al- 
lowed thie demonstrations to go on without 
restraint. There were enthusiastic demon- 
strations on the streets all evening. 

The Civil Governor of Madrid, Sefior 
Aguilera, instead of prohibiting disorder, al- 
lowed complete liberty of action, mingling 
among the demonstrators. He was loudly 
cheered, especially. when the American 
escutcheon was thrown from the balcony 
of the Equitable Building and fell at his 
feet. Aguilera, as if trampling upon the 
escutcheon, addressed the populace amid 
enthusiastic applause. He said: 

“The Spanish lion is roused from his 
slumber. He will shake his mane and dis- 
perse the rest of the brute creation.” 

The demonstration then continued, a part 
of the mob ‘proposing to demonstrate in 
front of the American Legation, which is 
now under the British flag. 

La Correspondencia Espana suggests the 
expulsion of all foreigners, especially the 
newspaper correspondents, “whose pres- 
ence is dangerous.”’ It says the censorship 
is inadequate, as the correspondents have 
“ other means of keeping up their calumnics 
against Spain, especially the American cor- 
respondents.” 

The r demands that a date should be 
fixed for their expulsion, giving them time 
only to reach the frontier. ‘ Let them fol- 
low their profession elsewhere,” it says, 
“and we are confident that no Spaniard 
worthy of the name will act as a substitute 
for Yankee press correspondents.” 

s There is a bitter feeling here against Great 
Britain, especially on the contraband of war 
and privatcer questions. It is the belief of 
the general public that Great Britain is play- 
ing in an underhand manner the game of the 


United States. 
SPAIN’S SENATE IS WARLIKE. 


Patriotic Speeches Declaring That Sov- 
ereignty in Cuba Will Never 
Be Surrendered. 


Madrid, April 21.—In the Spanish Senate 
today Marshal Martinez de Campos asked 
the Minister for Foreign Affairs, Sefior 
Gullon, to make a statement regarding the 
relations: between Spain and the United 
States, whereupon the Minister replied that 
all relations were broken off. 

The former Captain General of Cuba then 
made a patriotic speech, in which he declared 
that Cuba’ will never lose her Spanish sov- 
ereignty- 

sefior Fernandez Gonzalez declared, in the 
name of the Republicans, that “party 
spirit is now drowned,”’ adding that “ there 
is only one voice throughout Spain, to repel 
foreign aggression,” 

Marshal de Campos said he warmly ap- 
roved the wisdom displayed by the govern- 
ment, which had “accepted voluntarily all 
propositions compatible with the dignity of 
Spain.” He added that ever since 1820 the 


United States had “ pursued its aim of seiz- 


ing Cuba. 
If 


America belonged to the Americans, he 
Spain ought to be considered an 
“she has watered the 
soil of. afierica with her blood.” . 

He recalled the fact that there exist in the. 
American, continent forty million inhabitants 
Spanish origin, “all favorable to the 
mother country.” 

A wsolution, eloquently supported by sev- 
eral leading Senators, pledging the assist- 
ance of the Chamber to save the dignity of 
Spain, was carried by acclamation. Sefior 
Gullon, the Foreign Minister, thanked the 
Senate, “not in the name of the Liberal 
Gabinét, but in the name of the govern- 


ment.”

SIGNS CALL FOR VOLUNTEERS. 


Proclamation Asking for 100,000 
Men Ready to Be Issued and 
Only Waiting for Passage 
of Necessary Laws. 


NATIONAL GUARD WILL RESPOND. 


Washington, D. C., April 21.—[Special.]— 
War began today when General Woodford 
was handed his passports in Madrid, and 
this declaration by the Spanish government 
was promptly accepted by President Mc- 
Kinley, who at once signed the orders pro- 
viding for the immediate blockade of Cuba. 

The chances are that when readers of THE 
TRIBUNE have received their morning paper 
Captain General Blanco from the Captain 
General's palace in Havana will be able to 
see the smoke of the Yankee ships of war 
cutting off communication between him and 
all hope of reeeiving supplies. 

The President called about him the wise 
heads of the Senate and they agreed with 
him that Spain had answered the ultimatum, 

When Minister Polo left here yesterday he 
did so of his own volition, but the contrary 
was true at Madrid, and Minister Woodford 
was politely dismissed from Spanish terri- 


cation that all diplomatic relations were at 
an end; and this,too, before he had presented 
the ultimatum cabled yesterday. 

President McKinley and his advisers took 
the stand that as a copy of the ultimatum 
had been presented to Minister Polo and by 
him cabled to Madrid service had been had 
upon the Spanish government and its action 
in dismissing Woodford could only be taken 
as a tacit declaration of war. 

Thereupon the President’at once directed 
that orders be issued to Captain Sampson, 
commanding the big fleet at Key West, to 
cross the ninety miles which separate him 
from Havana harbor and begin operations 
at once in Cuban waters. 

The orders to the fleet.do not contemplate 
the bombardment of Havana nor the imme 
diate reduction of the fortifications. On the 
contrary, the duty of the fleet will be to 
make an effective biockade of the island and 
prevent Spanish forces there from receiving 
any communications or supplies from the 
home government. . 


Plan of the Blockade. 


The probability is that the battleships will 
cruise off Havana, the cruisers off Matanzas 
ang the gunboats bottle up the small towns 
néar the railroad. There are two purposes in 
this plan of campaign, one being to allow 
time for the assembling of a sufficient force 
of soldiers to take possession of Cuba and the 
other to secure the adtive coJperation of the 
insurgents in the interior. 

There have been open conferences today 
between General* Miles and the insurgent 
leaders here, for when it was once decided 
that Spain had begun the war by dismissing 
Woodford theré was no longer necessity for 
avoiding communication with the Cuban 
patriots. President McKinley has already 
prepared and signed a proclamation calling 
for 100,000 volunteers. 

He delayed in sending it out during the 
day only that Congress might pass the nec- 


could be transferred to the federal service 
wita regimental and company organizations 
intact. In this way, and in this way oniy, 
they can be made available for immediate 
service.

By that time Cuba will 
be pretty well starved out, and the soldiers 
will be on hand to take immediate advan- 
tage of a reduction of the fortifications in 
Havana harbor. So far as the plan of 
blockade is coneerned, there is not an imipe- 
diate prospect of hostilities, although it is 
realized that they may be provoked by sume 
rash act on the part of the Spaniards, 


Authority to Destroy Morro Castle. 

In this case Captain Sampson has authority 
to sail in and destroy Morro Castle and the 
other antiquated fortifications which are 
supposed to guard the capital City of Ha- 
vana. If no overt act is committed by Spain 
two of the cruisers May convoy a number 
of supply ships into the harbor of Matanzas 
and attempt to relieve the starving recon- 
centrados there. If no opposition is mani- 
fested, relief stores will be sent to other 
points, with only small landing forces of 


marines and sailors to see that they reach 


the persons for whom they are Intended. 
If the Spaniards resist this peaceable inter- 
vention there will be nothing remaining to 
do except to make. the. blockade as rigorous 
as possible.

The 
strategists here consider that it would be 
unwise to reduce the fortifications unless 
the troops could be poured in immediately 
to take advantage of the confusion and seize 
the city before the Spanish troops would 
have time to rally to its defense. 


Landing Force of 100,000 Men. 

The President is, therefore, Straining every 
nerve to supplement the naval preparations 
with an assemblage of citizen soldiers of 
sufficient number to seize and hold Cuba 
within twenty-four hours after the guns of 
the fleet have ceased firing. Acting under his 
advice Congress prepared the volunteer bill, 
and has also under way the provision for 
raising the regular army to a maximum 
force of about 60,000 enlisted men, or more 
than double the present strength. These 
two measures will provide an effective land- 
ing force of fully 100,000 men, leaving half 
as many more as. a reserve and to make up 
the usual number of non-effectives. No 
declaration of war has been made, but war 
exists today just the same, and this was 
made evident by the rapid passage in Con- 
gress today of an act placing an embargo on 
coal.

Key West, Fia., April 21.—At 7 o'clock this

Men Are Enthusiastic. 


Despite the strain on all nerves tonight 
men and officers are enthusiastic toa degree, 
and that was demonstrated when the tor- 
pedo boat Rodgers stopped by the Brooklyn 
on its way out to join the Key West squad- 
ron to ask permission of Commodore Schley 
to proceed. The men flocked the fore- 
castles of the vessels and cheered heartily.

FORECASTS OF THE CONFLICT. 


London Naval Experts Look for a Fight 
Off Cuba and Say All Depends on 
the Commanders’ Ability. 


[SPECIAL CABLE.} 

London, April 21.—[Copyright, 1898, by the 
Press Publishing Company, New York 
World.}—Admiral Sir George Elliott Kieb, 
late commander at Portsmouth, and one of 
the most distinguished living British Admir- 
als, has given me the following®statement 
of his anticipation of the probable naval 
Strategy of Spain: _ 

“I think that the naval strategy of Spain 
will be to allow the United States fleet to 
attack the forts of Havana, if they are so 
unwise; also to land troops on the south side, 
trusting to the yellow fever to fight them. 
Spain will then defend her fortified places, 
but as Havana is, I understand, short of 
provisions, a blockade would soon distress 
them. Thereupon the Spanish fleet would 
come to relieve the blockade, and there the 
sea fight would.be. That is my prophecy.” 

Admiral Lord Charles Beresford, asked 
this evening for his forecast of the naval 
campaign, said: “I could draw upa plan of 
campaign for the United States or Spain, 
but the soundness in either case would de- 
pend upom contingencies respecting which 
I have no information, therefore I don’t feel 
justified in making any speculation. but 
what I will say is this—that In naval warfare 
henceforward everything will depend upon 
the individuality of the commander. A good 
fleet with a bad commander at its head will 
be worse off than a bad fleet with a good man 
in command. The competent man will be 
worth his weight not in gold, but in dia- 
monds. The man will be the deciding factor 
in future naval wars."’ 

Asked whether he was satisfied with the 
answer given by Balfour to his question in 
the House on the subject of contraband of 
war he said: “I am gratified that the 

ited States has given adhesion to the 

claration of Paris. If Spain refuses and 
resorts to privateering the United States 
will be forced in self-defense to do likewise. 
The question whether:coal is contraband of 
war involves knotty legal points, and it 
st have baflled the law advisers o1 the

ing cokftraband. If so declared it would 
largely determine the course of the imyp«nd- 
ing naval struggle. A majority of the legal 
experts are of opinion that the decision 
must be left in all cases to prize courts, 
though practically all are agreed that coal 
heing carrfed for use by warships is un- 
doubtedly contraband.

Text of the Ultimatum Sent 
to Premier Sagasta. 


FEW WORDS ARE WASTED 


Spaniards Are Told to Get Out 
of Cuba at Once. 


SHARP TRICK OF THE DON. 


Washington, D. C., April 21.—The follow- 
ing statement of the text of the ultimatum 
to Spain was issued today: 

Yesterday, April 20, 1898, about 11 o’clock 
a. m., the Department of State served notice 
of the purposes of this government by de- 
livering to Minister Polo a copy of an in- 
struction to Minister Woodford, and also a 
copy of the resolutions passed by the Con- 
gress of the United States dn the 19th in- 
Stant. After the report of this notice the 
Spanish Minister forwarded to the State 
department a request for his passports, 
which were furnished to him yesterday aft- 
ernoon. Copy of the instruction to Wood- 
ford is herewith appended. 

The United States Minister at Madrid was, 
at the same time, instructed to make a like 
communication to the government of Spain. 
This morning the department received from 
General Woodford a telegram, copy of 
which is hereunto attached, showing that 
the Spanish government had broken off dip- 
lomatic relations with this government. 
This course renders unnecessary any fur- 
ther diplomatic action on the part of the 
United States. - 


Text of the Ultimatum. 


“ April 20, 1898.—Woodford, Minister, Mad- 
rid: Ydu have been furnished with the text 
of a joint resolution voted by the Congress 
of the United States on the 19th inst.—ap- 
proved. today—in relation to the pacification 
of the Island of Cuba. In obedience to that 
act the President directs you to immediately 
communicate to the government of Spain 
said resolution, with the formal] demand of 
the government of the United States that the 
government of Spain at once relinquish its 
authority and government in the Island of 
Cuba and withdraw its land and naval forces 
from Cuba and Cuban waters. 

“In taking this step the United States 
hereby disclaims any disposition or intention 
to exercise sovereignty, jurisdiction, or con- 
trol over said island except for the pacifica- 
tion thereof, and asserts its determination 
when that is accomplished to leave the gov- 
ernment and control of the island to its 
people under such free and independent gov- 
ernment As they may estgblish. 

‘if by the hour of noon on Saturday next, 
the 23d day of April inst., there is not com- 
municated to this government by that of 
Spain a full and satisfactory-response to this

ENGLAND'S RULING AS TO COAL. 


It Is Not to Be Considered Contraband of War

VARIORS PROBLEMS IN NEUTRALITY LAWS ARE _ DISCUSSED. 


London, April 21.—The British govern-. 
ment, after deliberating’ on the subject fora 


week or more, takes the position that coal] is 
not contraband of warin the way suggested. 
It may in some cases be considered contra- 
band, but not of necessity nor under all cir- 
cumstances. In the various cases which will 
naturally arise the subject will be one for 
the prize courts to determine. 

Replying in the House of Commons today 
to Sir Arthur Bower Forwood, Conservative, 
Mr. Balfour, the government leader and act- 
ing Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, 
said in regard to neutral vessels that the gov- 
ernment had received from the United States 
this morning a notification that it would ad- 
here to the principles of the treaty of Paris. 
The announcement was greeted with cheers. 
Mr. Balfour announced that no answer on 
the subject had yet been received from 
Spain. 

Continuing, Mr.. Balfour said: “I confi- 
dently expect the same answer from Spain.” 

Answering the question which Mr. Dal- 
ziel gave notice yesterday of putting today— 
namely: whether steps are to be taken to 
retain the Spanish torpedo boat Audaz, now 
docked at Queenstown for repairs, in the 
event of war breaking out before the re- 
pairs are completed, so as" to “ prevent a 
repetition of the Alabama case "—Mr. Bal- 
four said that if, as he understood it to be 
the case, the Audaz is a commissioned ship 
of the Spanish navy, it would be contrary to 
international practice to detain it. 


British Goods Thought to Be Safe. 


The Attorney General, Sir Richard Web- 
ster, replying to Mr. Dalziel, said that in 
view of the declaration of the United States 
and acts of Spain upon previous occasions, 
the government could not contemplate that 
there would be any interference with Brit- 
ish goods belonging to the belligerents on 
board British ships, except contraband of 
war. 

The action of privateers, the Attorney Gen- 
eral added, if the employment of such ves- 
sels is sanctioned, will depend upon the 
views of the belligerents in regard to the 
rights of interference with neutral com- 
merce. 

Michael Davitt, Irish Nationalist, asked 
whether the government would consider the 
advisability of notifying the British colonies 
and British merchants that coal must be 


considered contraband of war during the ° 


continuance of the hostilities between Spain 
and the United States. 

Mr. Balfour replied: “ Her Majesty's gov- 
ernment cannot lay down the principle that 
coal is contraband in the way suggested. 
There is no doubt that it frequently is con- 
traband, but not of necessity, nor under all 
circumstances.”’ 

Mr. Balfour added: “‘ The treaties of 1795 
and 1819 between Spain and the United 
States, affirming between themselves the 
principle that a neutral flag covers the 
enemy's goods, are stillin force. Whethera 
steamer carrying American or Spanish offi- 
cial dispatches, after war is deciared, is 
liable to seizure must depend upon the facts 
of the case. No general answer can be 
given.” 


British Ship Interests. 


Replying to Rear Admiral Lord Charles 
Beresford, Mr. Balfour said he did not be- 
lieve the interests of British shipowners were 
threatened more in this case than in other 
cases vf maritime warfare, adding that he 
did not believe it possible to givé an ex- 
haustive definition of contraband of war. 


“Referring to the Daily Chronicle’s sug- 


gestions regarding coaling facilities, 
“which,” tae Westminster Gazette says, 
**put in plain terms, mean that we ought 
not to permit the Spaniards to coal in the 
West Indies if the war is in American 
waters, but that we ought to permit the 
Americans to coal at Portsmouth or Gibral- 
tar if the war is.in European waters,”” the 
Gazette concludes: “ With full sympathy 
for the cause which it is intended to promote, 
this ts impossible. It would be an unjust 
decision. If our sympathies with the United 


States are so strong as to constrain us to 


render assistance we ought to join her and 
take the full consequences as belligerents. 
If our sympathies are not strong enough for 
that, or if we are not invited to assist her, 
our neutrality must be impartial.”

This amendment will permit the muster- 
ing in of cowboy regiments from the West, 
in accordance with Senator Warren's bill for 
this purpose.

PROHIBITS EXPORTS OF COAL. 


House Directs the President to Prevent 
$hipment of Supplies to Cu- 
ban Ports. 


Washington, D. C., April 21.—The consid-. 
eration of the contested election case of 
Patterson vs. Carmack, from the Tenth’ 
Tennessee District, was interrupted today 
to allow the passage without division of the 
joint resolution to authorize the President 
in his discretion to prohibit the exportation 
of coal and other war material. The meas- 
ure is considered of vital importance to pre- 
vent the shipment of coal to Cuban, Puerto 
Rican, and other ports, where it could be 
used by Spain. The Speaker signed it just 
before the House adjourned. : 

There was little interest in the House pro- 
ceedings today. Two resolutions of inquiry 
reported by the Foreign Affaifs committee 
were adopted. Oné called upon the Presi- 
dent, if not incompatible with public inter- | 
est, to transmit all correspondence between 
Consul General Lee afd the State depart- 
ment from May 1, 1896, to the present 
time. The second requested him to inform 
the House what steps, if any, had been 
taken to protect the lives and property of the 
300 Americans left by Consul Brice at 
Matanzas. 

In reply to an inquiry in connection with 
the jatter resolution, Mr. Adams, acting / 
chairman of the Foreign Affairs committee, 
explained the stéps taken by the govern- 
ment to convey Americans from Cuba and 
the warnings given. But, he said, few 
Americans took advantage of the offer of 
the United States. They did not seem to 
realize their full danger, although officially 
notified. Mr. Adams said our Interests were 
being looked after by British Consuls and 
the incident at Havana a few days agé, 
when an American was arrested and imme- 


, diately released upon the demand of the | 


British Consul, showed that the rights of 
our citizens Were being carefully guarded.

SPAIN HELD RESPONSIBLE 


Sagasta Takes the Initiative in 
Foreing a Crisis, 


WOODFORD GIVEN HIS LEAVE

Washington, D, C.. April 21.—War between 
the United States and Spain is a fact, though 
not yet officially declared so by Congress. 

The stirring events of yesterday were suc- 
ceeded today with rapidity by others of 
equal importance, culminating in the after- 
noon in orders for the departure of the 
north Atlantic squadron for Havana. This 
practically is an act of war, so that the war 
between this country and Spain may fairly 
be said to date from today, April 21, 1808. 
Two minutes after the opening of the State 
department this morning came word from 
Minister Woodford that the Spanish govern- 
ment, having anticipated and prevented his 
intention to present the President's ulti- 
matum, he had asked for his passports. The 
administration In a public statement an- 
nounced that it regarded the action of the 
Spanish government as rendering unneces- 
sary further diplomatic action on the part 
of the United States, and further stated that 
It regarded the course adopted by Spain as 


one placing — that country the responsi- 
r 


bility for the breach of friendly relations. 

Mr. Woodford’s telegram resulted in the 
calling ef a special Cabinet meeting to ar- 
range an outline of a plan of campaign, or 
rather to determine how to begin the execu- 
tion of the plan of campaign already pre- 
pared by the strategic boards of the Army 
and Navy departments. The immediate re- 
suit was the order for the north Atlantic 
squadron to begin the blockade of Havana. 
How much further than this the Cabinet 
progressed fn its deliberations It is not possi- 
ble to say, for the obvious reason that the 
time has now come when the interests of the 
government require that the movements of 
ships and troops should be guarded with the 
greatest care from undue publicity in order 
to prevent the enemy from taking advan- 
tage of information. 


North Atlantic Squadron. 


The North Atlantic squadron, under Cap- 
tain Sampson’s command, makes a splendid 
array of fine vessels, comprising battleships 
such as the Iowa and Indiana, monitors like 
the Puritan and *Terror. armored cruisers 
like the New York, flagship, protected cruis- 
ers such as the Cincinnati, the Marblehead, 
and Montgomery; gunboats like the Vicks- 
burg, Wilmington, and Annapolis, regular 
torpedo boats as the Ericsson, Cushing, 
Winslow, and the Hke, not to speak of the 
large number of fast yachts and other ves- 
sels that have been added to the fleet by 
purchase. This force is quite competent to 
blockade all the ports in Cuba or at least all 
of the ports connecting by rail with Havana 


and so likely to be used to supply that place 


in the event of seige with food and munitions 
of war. 

This statement ts to be taken with the un- 
derstanding that it does not contemplate the 
coming to Cuban waters of the Spanish fleet. 
In such case, however, the probable policy 
would be to abandon the blockade and en- 
deavor to force the Spanish fleet to battle. 

Minister Woodford’s action during the day, 
as reported to the State department in the 
late telegram indicated that he was follow- 
ing a carefully prepared program. A sig- 
nificant feature of his message was the state- 
ment that the Spanish government notified 
him that it regarded its withdrawal of Min- 
ister Polo yesterday as terminating diplo- 
matic negotiations, showing that it was not 
disposed to accept the expressed intention 
of our government to continue Mr. Wood- 
ford as a medium of communication until 
Saturday noon. Mr. Woodford also an- 
nounced that he had instructed Consul Gen- 
eral Bowes at Barcelona to cause all the 
American Consuls in Spain to immediately 
withdraw from the country. Me further 
stated that he had informed the Spanish 
government after asking for his passports 
that he had placed the American legation In 
Madrid and American interests in Spain gen- 
erally in the hands of the British Embassy.

Treaties Made to Be Broken.

Treaties are adhered, to only so long as 
it is to the interest of the nations who are 
parties to the agreement to do so, and the 
only exception to the rule is that of Italy, 
which has involved herself in economic ruins 
for the sake of living wp to the terms and 
stipulations of her alliance with Germany.

Audience at Apollo Concert Joins En- 


thusiastically in the Singing 
of “America.” 


When the last chorus of the “ Dream of 
Jubal ” was finished last night at the Apollo 
club concert and the climax of voices, or- 
chestra, and organ had compelled an en- 
thusiastic encore from the audience, the 
conductor waved his baton, and the chorus, 
rising, began to sing **‘ America.”’

OTHER SPEAKERS OF THE EVENING ‘ 


“What Caused the Panic of 1898?" was 
discussed last night at the dinner of the 
Sunset club at the Palmer House. The 
principal speakers, ex-Secretary of Agri-- 
culture J. Sterling Morton, Attortey Joe) 
M. Longenecker, and Dr. Howard 8. Tay- 
lor, each had a different answer. “ Silver 
legislation and a redundant currency,” said 
Mr. Morton; “* Democratic victory and free 
trade,"’ said Mr. Longenecker; “* Gold stand- 
ard,’ said Dr. Taylor. 

Mr. Morton was the first speaker intro- 
duced to the 200 members and guests by 
Chairman Arthur J. Eddy. ’ 

He said he had never known of a panic 
that did not result from a redundant cur- 
rency—so redundant as to give rise to a 
suspicion of its stability. The panic of 1893 
Was easily traceable to this source. The 
first cause was found in the Blend-Allison 
act of 1878, which was an illogical effort to 
legislate value into a commodity. This act 
and the Sherman act of 1890 were sufficient 
to drive the gold out of the country, and 
when gold was demanded at home it was 
found it had fled. 


One View of the,Plutocracy. 


The panic had been charged to the pluto- 
cracy, Mr. Morton said, the men who held 
the money, but he did not believe the capital- 
ists would conspire to bring about a condi- 
tion in which they could not collect the 


their idle funds. The two bills which drove 
the gold out of the country and into the 
vaults and hoarding places wére enough to 
account for the panic of 1898. 

Joel M. Longenecker said the cause of the 
panic was the going out of power of the Re- 
publican party and the coming into power 
of the Democratic party. The business in- 
terests of the country became sctired at the 
prospects of a change, and whether the scare 
Was a groundless one or not it was genuine 
and had its effect. If after the election of 
1802 Mr. Cleveland had said to Congress: 
“ We have made a& mistake; let the tariff 
stand as it is,” he would, In the speaker’s 
opinion, have done a better thing than bring< 
ing about the repeal of the Sherman act. 


Laid to Gold Standard. 


The last of the principal speakers was Dr. 
Howard 8. Taylor, who took the ground that 
the sold standard was to blame far the panic, 
It was the natural outcome of attempting to 
stand a pyramfi on its apex. He qucted 
from President Cleveland’s message that the . 
panic was the result of a sudden interruption 
of an unprecedented condition of prosperity... 
The little band of “ money juggiers who 
stood for the gold basis were responsible for 
the panic of 1803.

_ fo supply the revenue expected from tea 
and coffee it has been decided to assess five- 
cent packages of chewing gum at one cent 
per package, which will yield $1,000,000. One 
cent per pint will be levied on domestic 
wines, bottled waters, including ginger ale, 
and two cents on quart packages. Two 
cents is the highest rate on bottled waters 
end if a bottle contains a half gallon or more 
it will be’ taxed at the quart rate. Itis im- 
possible to estimate the amount realized 
from these luxuries. 

No rebate will be allowed for the present 
for spoiled beer, and this beverage will be 
taxed at the straight $2 rate. A direct tax 
of 2 cents will be exacted on express pack- 
ages of less than 25 cents and 4 cents for 
packages above that amount. There has

The whole plan of organization was per- 
fected by William H. Rowe; he practically 
appointed the trustees and was looked upon 
by his associates as being to the newly or- 
ganized trust what Rockefeller is to the 
Standard Oil company. The immense 
amount of work involved told upon a con- 
stitution already weak by hard work. On 
Wednesday night he suffered a long fainting 
spell. This aggravated a heart trouble from 
which he suffered, and as a result Mr. Rowe 
died suddenly ai 7 o'clock this morning. 

When the news reached Franklin street, 
where the most of the big woolen mills 
have offices, it created some excitement. It 
was the almost unanimous opinion of the 
wool men that the death of Mr. Rowe meant 
the death of the trust.

FIRST CALL FOR TROOPS. 


N ational Guards Likely to Be 
Enlisted at Once. 


QUOTA FOR EACH STATE. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.] 

Washington, D. C., April 21.—With the ac- 
tual beginning of war, military and naval 
preparations were vastly stimulated today. 
The navy bought a ship and a number of 
yachts. It secured some more material for 
guns, and renewed orders for haste in the 
construction of guns. Orders were sent to 
the squadron to guard their movements, and 
the preliminaries of a blockade were ex- 
ecuted. 

In the War department all arrangementits 
have been made for a call for, 100,000 vol- 
unteers to be chosen from the national 
guard. The Strategy board of the depart- 
ment looked over and perfected the plans, 
and efforts were begun to provide for a sub- 
System of coast patrol by the State author- 
ities. Movements of troops began a day or 
tw® ago were changed by direction of the 
department in some respects té meet the 
conditions of the moment at Southern posts, 
but in general there are indications that the 
department is acting with the purpose of 
concentrating no less than 80,000 men at the 
gulf ports within the next ten days ready for 
embarkation to Cuba. 

Secretary Alger’s day at the War depart- 
ment was the busiest he has experienced for 
some time. Arrangements have been com- 
pleted under the Secretary’s direction for 
calling out 100,000 of the militia of the coun- 
try to aid the regular army in the opera- 
tions to compel the Spanish evacuation of 
Cuha, although the Secretary announced 
just before leaving the department that the 
call would not bé issued today. 


Allotment of Volunteers. 


The officidis are awaiting the passage of 
the volunteer army bill by Congress in order 
that there may be explicit authority fcr 
asking for the volunteers. The number of 
men required from each State, it is said, 
will be in theyproportion that its population 
bearsS’ to thdt of the whole country. Ac- 
cording to this ratio the several States would 
be called on to furnish men as follows:.

Personnel Bill WiN Pass. 


The Navy department has assurance that 
the personnel bill devised by the Roosevelt 
Board on Reorganization will pass Congress. 
The opposition has already narrowed down 
to two Congressmen, Boutelle, the chairman, 
and Hilborn of the Naval Affairs commitiee 
They bave resisted all attemppts {6 get the 
bill out of committee and before the House, 
apd it is feared that Mr. Boutelle will con- 

ue his opposition to the bill on the floor 
of the House, Secretary Long has appealed 
personally to prominent members, and Mr. 
Roosevelt has written to all the. Naval Af- 
fairs committeemen. Recently Mr. Roose- 
velt went with Mr. Boutelle to Speaker Réed 
and asked that the opposition to the bill be 
relieved. He pointed out the urgency of 
the adoption of the measure, without which ~ 
the naval force would be seriously embar- . 
ra . Mr. Reed, after listening to Mr. : 
Roosevelt's argument, turned to Chairman . 
Boutelle and said: “ Well, Charley, I guess : 
you had better withdraw your opposition to ‘ 
the bill.” The advice was apparently un} 
heeded, and naval officers who are intereste@ 
.in the measure have taken occasion to com- 
plain to Speaker Reed that Mr. Boutelle is 
still standing in the way of the bill. It is ex- 
pected, however, that the measure will be 
favorably reported in both Houses and will 
pass promptly. Its provisions will be prac- 
tically as were approved by the Roosevelt 
board. The effect of the bill will nOt be ob 
servable at once. In the present excitement, 
it will be impossible to adjust the services 
to the new law, which will be gradually com- 
plied with. Promotior&, of course, can 
made at once, but there is nothing in the 
bill to require changes In details.

CUBANS CAN RAISE 60,000 MEN. 


Generals Munez arid Castillo Seat to 


Washington to Co-operate with 
the United States. 


Washington, D. C., April 21.—[Spectal.]— 
The decision of the President to call for 100,- 
000 volunteers was the result of frequent con- 
ferences and innumerable suggestions from 
various sources. War department officials 
have for the most part been in favor of even 
a larger force than will be made the numeri- 
cal strength of the first call for volunteers. 
General Miles believed that a force of 60,000 
would be sufficient for campaign purposes in 
Cuba. There were some suggestions for as 
small a force as 40,000, and, remarkable as it 
may appear, the suggestion was in danger 
of being seriously considered. The judgment 
of officers. whose memories went back to 
the civil war finally prevailed, however. 
The latter urged Secretary Alger to bespeak 
a force adequate to the demands in Cuba. 
It wag pointed out that the hygienic condi- 
tions on the lisland would decrease our force 
there to a greater extent and with more cer- 
tainty than any strategic circumstances. 
From these conditions, which involve the 
health of the men, the surgeons recommend- 
ed that it would be difficult to escape, and 
with a force that might be successful under 
ordinary circumstances there would be a | 
great risk of defeat, for the American forces 
would meet with such reverses as would 
cripple them seriously and discourage those 
who later on came to augment the repulsed 
army. 

The War department people have arranged 
an apportionment of troops on the basis of 
the call for 100,000, and it has been care- 
fully calculated just how many companies 
of infantry, batteries of artillery, and troops 
of cavalry will be required from each State. 
The organization of the volunteer force, like 
that of the regulars, will be on the three 
battalion basis, in accordance With the prin- 
ciples of modern military formation. The 
details of the new organization are being de- 
veloped In the War department, but a great 
deal of the work must await the actual call 
for troops, since the numerical strength may 
be changed at the last moment. 

The department has been advised constant- 
ly to make the first augmentation of the 
army of sufficient strength. Among those 
who have urged a larger force have been J. 
Warren Keifer, ex-Speaker of the House, 
from Springfield, O., who wrote a long let- 
ter to the department urging that a force of 
200,000 be called for, and that in his opinion 
a force of 300,000 would be better suited to 
the demands of the situation. Such advice 
from those who are experienced in military 
‘matters and who understand the situation in 
Cuba and who appreciate the exigencies of

Work for the Battleships. 


It was recognized today in the Navy de- 
partment that a condition of war prevailed’ 
The State department has advices that the 
diplomatic relationship of the United States 
and Spain had ceased. It was realized that 
with the premature transmission of pass- 
ports to Minister Woodford the Navy depert- } 
ment must at once commence its operaticns, 
for which the officials have been preparing 
for many weeks. 

The first decision was th favor of a bicck- 
ade of Cuban ports. It is evidently intended 
to accomplish this without delay and main- 
tain this condition with rigor and impartial- 
ity. The points probably selected for this | 
process are Havana, Matanzas, and the 
port of Sagua. The battleships and the 
larger vessels of the north Atlantic fleet 
will be assigned to Havana. The cruisers 
will go @0 Matanzas. Other ports in Cuba 
and the coast generally will be patrolled by 
the smaller class of vessels. 

For the present it is probable there will be 
no bombardment. Most of the naval strat- 
egists beileve it the part of wisdom to defer 
an attack from the sea on Havana until the 
army is in condition to take advartage of 
the successful storming of the only fortifi- 
eations in Cuba upon which Spain may 
count for defense. The raising of the army 
under the most favorable circumstances 
will be a matter of three weeks, and it may 
be the first of June before troops can be 
placed on the isiand. Some of Secretary 
Long's advisers believe that an attack from 
the ships on Morro Castle will not be advis- 
able until the army is in condition to follow 
the assayJt up with military occupation. 
Then will come the army operations and 
the war between the land forces, The 
blockade will be maintained entirely by the 
ships under the command of Captain Samp- 
son, who will be in constant communication 
with the Washington authorities. He will 
be constantly on the alert for the intercep- 
tion of transports with troops from Spain, 
and the ships will be very watchful of the 
appearance of the battleships and the dan- 
gerous forpedo boats of the enemy. 

Ships on the blockade will be frequently 
relieved and kept constantly under steam. 
They will not enter Havana harbor or ap- 
proach within range of other ports. It ts 
likely they will traverse a semicircular 
courge sufficient to detect and intercept 
ships which attempt to reach or leave the 
blockaded points. Zhe vessels which patrol 
the coast of Cuba will have the work of way- 
laying and destroying if need be the ships 
which bring ald to the Spanish forces in 
Cuba. It is evidently the intention of the 
‘department to maintain this blockade until 
the military forces are ready for invasion. 
| Dispatch beats will run from Key West to 
the blockading ports, and orders and mes- 
sages will be transmitted by this means. 


Flying Squadron Ready. 


The flying squadron will be held in readi- 
ness for offensive purposes. The first defi- 
nite notice or intimation of the departure of 
the Spanish fleet will be sufficient occasion 
for its interception by the ships. under the 
command of Commodore Schley. It is the 
general opinion that the first great strategic 
evefit of the war will be a naval battle in 
which the ships of the flying squadron will 
participate. Of course at this juncture. or, 
for that matter, any period in the conflict, 
the subject is one of fruitful conjecture. The 
Navy department people have accepted the 
theory that the Spaniards will proceed 
toward our coast. It is recognized that the 
ostentatious assemblage of ships in Southern 
waters is an invitation to Spain to keep 
away from that vicinity. This has excited 
the expectation that the Spanish biow will 
be aimed at a Northern port. Should an 
attack on the coast cities be deemed the 
most disastrous which the Spanish wrath 
could take, it will be the responsibic and ex- 
acting duty of Commodore Schiey to in- 
terrupt the progress of the enemy, possibly 
in the vicinity of Puerto Rico, toward which 
the enemy is likely to sail from the Cape 
Verde Islands. ‘The vessels gathered at that 
point comprise a squadron which compares 
more than favorably in all formidable qual- 
ities with the best naval force we have 
afloat. The speed of the Spanish feet will 
not be less than twenty knots, a feature 
which gives the fleet a superiority of no 
mean dimensions over the flying squadron. 

The Navy department has had advices 
that the ships at the Cape Verde Islands 
have left that place. This information was 
the last which was transmitted from the 
diplomatic representatives of this govern- 
ment at Madrid. It was said that the ships 
composing the departing squadron were the 
Cristobal Colon, Infanta Maria Teresa, 
Vizcaya, end Oquendo, and three torpedo 
boat destroyers, three torpedo boats, one

Family. 


Mrs. Ida Wells Barnett abtvibeca a large 
audience of colored people last night at 
Bethel Methodist Episcopal Church in re- 
gari to her recent visit to Washington, 
where she made a personal appeal to the 
President for justice in the case of Postmas- 


ter Baker of North Carolina, who was killed | 


by a mob and several of his family shot. 

Mrs. Barnett was delegated a month ago 
by the colored people of Chicago to go to 
Washington and carry resolutions protesting 
against the outrage. She remained three 
weeks at the capital endeavoring to arouse 
interest in the case, but found her efforts 
badly impeded by the war excitement. Mrs. 
Barnett briefly described the character of 
her experience in Washington. 

“TIT met with the utmost cordiality from 


all the Cook County Congressmep and also | 


from Senator Mason,” she said. They did 
everything in their power to assist me, but 
it was hard to accomplish anything in the 
face of the Cuban trouble, which is engross- 
ing all the attention of Congress at the 
present. Accompanied by all of the Con- 
gressmen and Senator Mason, with a num- 
ber of the prominent colored people of Wash- 


ington, I called upon the President and was 


received kindly. I presented him the resolu- 
tions.

These regulations, there is reason to be- 
lieve, will be acceptable to the European 
powers, especially the signatories of the 
Paris declaration on privateering a few 
years ago. A London spectal referring 
to just sucha declaration, published in THE 
TRIBUNE of Sunday last, contained the fol- 
lowing statement: 

The communication of this policy to the Euro- | 
pean powers would give great satisfaction to the 
commercial classes in England and the continent, 
and might enable the British government to bring 
pressure to bear upon Spain in the direction of 
the protection of neutral commerce. 


No UNITED 
STATES 
PRIVATEERS. 


WAR HAS COMMENCED. 
Diplomatic relations between Spain and 


the United States are severed. The 
settlement of the question at issue is now 
relegated to the stern arbitrament of war. 
On Wednesday the State department de- 
livered the resolutions of Congress and the 
ultimatum to the Spanish Mizister, who 
promptly requested his passports, which 
were as promptly furnished him. On the 
same day the ultimatum was cabled to 
Minister Woodford, containing the formal 
demand of the government of the United 
States that the government of Spain at 
once relinquish its authority and govern- 


‘ment in the Island of Cuba and withdraw 


its land and ‘naval forces from Cuba and 
Cuban waters, and notifying the Spanish 
government that-—’ | 

If by the hour of noon, on Saturday next, the 234 
day of April, inst., there be not communicated to 
this government by that of Spain a full and satis- 
factory response to this demand and resolution, 
whereby the ends of peace in Cuba shal! be assured, 
the President will proceed without further notice , 
to use the power and authority enjoined and con- 
ferred upon him by the said joint resolution to such 


extent as may be necessary to carry the same into 
effect. 


Yesterday morning General Woodford, 
who appears to be a gentleman of leisurely 
habit, replied that before he could: com- 
municate the ultimatum the Spanish Min- . 
ister for Foreign Affairs “ notified me that 
diplomatic relations are broken between 
the two countries, and that all official com- 
munication between their respective repre- 
sentatives has ceased.” General Woodford 
thereupon requested his passports and left, 
turning the legation over to the British Em- 

The President and his advisers promptly 
accepted this action of the Spanish govern- 
ment as a tacit declaration of war. They 
properly decided that as the ultimatunrhad 
been presented to the Spanish Minister and 
it had been cabled by him to Madrid notice 
had been served, and that the initiative had 
been taken by Spain in breaking off diplo- 
matic relations. Acting upon this view of 
the case the President signed the order for 
the immediate blockade of Cuba so as to cut 
off the Spanish forces from receiving either 
supplies or communications from the home 
government. In all probability the ficet to- 
day will be off Havana. 

The war has begun in reality, Our war 
vessels are in action, and they will not be 
idle again until Spain is driven from the 
Western world. It is idle to speculate now 
as to the length of time it will take, but 
it is to be hoped the eviction will be a matter 
of only a short time. But be the time long 
or short, the work will be pushed with 
vigor and the President will have the whole 
nation at his back. Now that war is in- 
evitable he will be supported enthusiastical- 
ly in this struggle for humanity, progress, 
and civilization. Cuba will be free, 


THE VOLUNTEER ARMY. 

The House has promptly passed the bill 
empowering the President to call out the 
volunteers and providing for their organiza- 
tion. The etriking feature of the bill is its 
provision that the appointments of all reg- 
imental officers are to be made by the Gov- 
ernors of the States instead of by the Pres- 
ident, as was proposed originally by the 
War department in its draft of the bill. In 
a word, the President will appoint all Gen- 
erals and the Governors regimental! field and 
line officers. This was the practice in the 
war of the rebellion, and it seems wise not 
to depart from that practice new, for there 
is good reason to believe it will work -better 
now than it did then. | 

The principal objection made to volunteer 
officers has been their lack of experience. 
While there has been no question as to 
their bravery or general capacity there has 
been a feeling, and undoubtedly it prevailed 
in the War department and inspired its pol- 
icy in the original draft of the dill, tat 
they were inexperienced in the care of men 
in the field, a feature in which West-Point- 
ers are carefully drilled. Doubtless many 
thousand lives were lost in the war of the 
rebellion because of lack of skilled knowl- 
edge on the part of officers in caring for 
theirmen. And yet any departure from the 
practice during the civil war might be dan- 
gerous. There can be no assurance that the 
President, being human, might not yield te 
political pressure as much as the Governors 
would and give out appointments to officers 
who would not command the confidence of 
their men. It is also to be taken into ac- 
count that the situation is not so bad now | 
as it was then, and that it will be much 


easier to obtain competent officers, There | 


are many regulars, retired or resigned, who 


not only will be glad to serve but who 
have all the requisites for successful service, 
and there are plenty of ex-volunteer officers 
who have good service in them yet, who are 
experienced in all the details of equipment 
and drill, and know how to take care of men 
in the field. 

There is little question that the policy 
contained in the House bill will work well 
and that it is more judicious and more like- 
ly to advance the government's interests 
than the policy originally proposed by the 
War department. In the selection of regi- 
mental officers the Governors have a large 
number of ex-regulars and volunteers upon 
whom they can call, and it is easier to call 
out well disciplined and drilled volunteers 
now than it was in 1861, for there has been 
more private drilling and practice in arms 
since the war than there was before it. 
‘It ought not to be difficult for the govern- 
ment to place 100,000 soldiers in the field 
at once, 80,000 volunteers and 20,000 reg- 
ulars. If the latter regiments, indeed, were 
recruited up to their full strength there 


would be a regular force of about 27,000 


men, while the volunteer force can be added 
to as the occasion may require. The volpn- 
teers would be good soldiers from the start 
and not without some experience. They 
have had enough, indeed, to be made into 
the best kind of soldiers in a short time. 


THE RIGHTS OF CONGRESSMEN. 

Some unthinking persons, carried away 
by momentary excitement, are talking of 
retiring Congressmen who have shown that 
they have strong convictions and the cour- 
age to stand up for them. The thoughtless 
critics have a defective knowledge of our 
institutions. ‘They do not understand what 


} a representative government is. In such a 


goyernment representatives are not ap- 
pointed by the Executive, but are elected 
by the people. Nor are they chosen to 
carry out the behests of the Executive, but 
the will of the people. Collectitely those 
representatives constitute a codrdinate 
branch of the government. It is as inde- 
pendent of the Executive as he is of it. 

So‘whoever announces that a Representa- 
tive should be retired because he did not 
“support the administration” through 
thick and thin, but took issue with it some- 
times when he believed it was in error, dis- 
plays. his ignorance of fundamental princi- 
ples. In England and other foreign coun- 
tries which have truly representative gov- 
ernments any interference with the repre- 
sentatives of the people by the execntive is 
strongly resented. So it should be here, 
and so it will be. 

Nothing can be more improper or more 
offensive to Americans than an attempt to 
influence the legislative department by pat- 
ronage or threats. Nothing will excite more 
indignation than a demand for the retiring 


‘\ of Representatives who, unmoved by en- 


treaties or menaces, have chosen to hold 
themselves responsible to their constituents 
rather than to the Executive. Representa- 
tives who take such a stand give evidence 
of éourage, resolution, independence, and 
fitness for office, They are men who think 
for themselves and do not hesitate to vote 
as they think. 

Some Republican Representatives voted 


for the recognition of the “republie of 


Cuba,” although they knew the President 
did not wish it to be recognized. For that 
offense it is proposed now to discipline them. 
But before the primaries are held the in- 
surgent goternment probably will be recog- 
nized officially by the President. In that 
event it would be quite absurd to proceed to 
punish men for voting in advance to do 
what the administration decided at a later 
day otight to be done. 

But even if there should be no official rec- 
ognition of the insurgent government Con- 
gress thas voted and the President has 
agreed to it that the people of Cuba “ are, 
and of right ought to be, free and inde- 
pendent.” After the legislative and exec- 
utive departments have gone that far it will 
be inconsistent to attempt to punish men 
who went a little further and voted to rec- 
ognize the existing government. 

A vote to recognize the independence of 
the insurgents is orthodoxy. A vote to rec- 
ognize the government is heterodoxy. That 
is a fine distinction which ordinary people 
will not be able to understand. Men may 
be cast out of churches on such nice points 
as that, but not out of Congress. 

But if Representatives must walk the 
plank because they voted for a recognition, 
Senators who committed the same sin 
should not be allowed to escape. Twenty- 
four Republican Senators out of forty-three 
voted last Saturday for resolutions recog- 
nizing the insurgent government. To be 
consistent they, too, must be retired as soon 
as opportunity offers. “ Let no guilty man 
escape” at either end of the Capitol. 

But all the Republicans in Congress are 
guilty—except the five House members who 
yoted “no” at the last—if they alone are 
orthodox who legislate in strict accordance 
with the wishes of the Executive. For the 
resolutions adopted by Congress are not 
what the President recommended. They 
are not whathe wanted. They are distaste- 
ful to him in many respects. The reductio 
ad absurdum is, therefore, that Messrs,

are the “ saving remnant.” They must stay 
in Congress and all the others must go. 
Why not have a “ junta” at once and dis- 
band Congress? 
AUNT LAURA SMITH HAVILAND GONE. 
Old citizens of Michigan, and especially 
old soldiers, will have their recollections of 
the civil war stirred by the death of 
“ Aunt” Laura Smith Haviland, which oc- 
curred at Grand Rapids, Mich., on the 20th 
inst., at the verierable age of nearly 90 years. 
A nativeof Canada,Mrs. Haviland inherited 
from’ Quaker ancestry an earnest hostility 
to the institution of slavery, which made 
her one of the most active workers in the 
cause of practical abolition after she be- 
came 4 resident of the United States, Her 
most prominent service was rendered as a 
nurse in the army during the war of the 
rebellion, when she became a coworker with 
such historical women as “ Mother ” Bick- 
erdyke and “ Aunt” Lizzie Aikén, whose 
names are still remembered with gratitude 
by union veterans scattered throughout 
nearly every State ofthe union. While con- 
nected with hospital work at New Orleans 
she found her way to Ship Island, where 
she discovered that a rebel Captain who 
had taken the oath of, allegiance and se 
cured an appointment as a Judge Advo- 
cate, was aiding the rebel cause by sending 
union soldiers charged with minor offenses 
to the military prison on the island for long 
terms of years. A trip to Washington ena- 
bled her to bring the matter to the attention 
of the authorities there in such a way ase to 
secure the release of some 3,000 men, many 
of whom served to the close of the war. 
During a part of this period she is said to 


have been really an attaché of the secret

service. After the war she was identified 


with the Freedman’s bureau and later in 
benevolent and educationa) work for the 
benefit of needy children, the Michigan 
State public school at Coldwater being 
largely the result of her labors: Haviland 
Academy in Kansas was named in her 
honor. In 1883 Mrs. Haviland published 
a volume of her personal reminiscences 
under the title, “ A Woman’s Life Work: 
Labors and Experiences of Laura 8. Havi- 
land,” of which a second edition appeared in 
1887. Mrs.. Haviland had been a resident 
of Michigan since 1828, coming to that State 
in childhood. 


A HUGE ARMY NOT NEEDED. 

The Indiana State officers, Judges, and 
other citizens have sent a petition to the 
President urging him to begin by calling 
for 500,000 volunteers, ‘The petitioners de- 
clare that such action on his part “ will im- 
press upon the world a conception of our 
resources in time of war, and in our judg- 
ment nothing would more conduée to a 
speedy peace.” 

The civilized world, familiar with the 
enormous armies raised during the rebellion, 
when the population of the United States 
was less than half what it is now, would 
not be impressed by the spectacle of an army 
of half a million, a million, or two million 
men. 

But if the President were to call out 500,- 
000 men European powers would be at a 
loss to know what his object was, There 
would be more than were needed to drive 
the Spaniards out of Cuba. It is not the 
intention to invade Spain and subjugate 
that country. 

Foreigners wotld assume that the Amer- 
ican government overrated the fighting 
qualities of the Spanish soldiers or that it 
was calling out 500,000 men to drive about 
100,000 Spaniards out of Cuba in order to 
make an ostentatious and quite unnecessary 
display of military strength. _ 

Nothing can be done with an army of half 
a million men if raised except to clothe, 
feed, pay, shelter, and transport it, which 
will be quite expensive. The Spaniards 
will not turn to thoughts of peace if they 
hear of so large an army, for they know 
it will do them no more harm than one a 
quarter of its size. 

They will be more inclined to rejoice over 
the thought that by calling out so many 
men the United States will condemn itself 
to a great increase of the pension roll and 
a further tax on its revenues, If half a mil- 
lion men were enlisted only a fraction would 
do any effective service, but nearly all of 
them or their families would be pensioned 
in due course of time for real or alleged 
disabilities “due to disease contracted in 


‘the service.” 


GOOD NEWS FOR BICYCLISTS 

The improvement of Jackson boulevard 
last year connected the West and South 
Side park systems, The asphalting of 
Michigan avenue from Jackson boulevard 
to. the river and of Rush street from the 
river to Ohio street, which the Board of 
Local Improvements has ordered, will make 
a connection through the heart of the city 
between Lincoln Park and the other park 
systems. The bicyclists and drivers of light 
vehicles will have what they have long de- 
sired. 

These superior facilities for reaching Lin- 
coln Park will not be enjoyed this summer, 
however. The special assessment which 
the board contemplates making has yet to 
be confirmed by the courts, and it may be 
fought there. It so happens that there is a 
granite block pavement on Rush street 
from the bridge to Ohio street. It was laid 
only last year. Some of the property-own- 
ers are inclined at this moment to object to 
the proposition to replacé that pavement 
with another. But on reflection they may 
decide that it will he better not to oppose 
the contemplated improvement, 

The asphalting of Michigan avenue from 
Jackson boulevard to the river will be a 
great gain, but it is not all that must be 
done for the improvement of that thorough- 
fare. The different street car tracks which 
disfigure it must be removed as speedily as 
possible. Not until this is done will the 
people be able to get the full benefit of the 
proposed asphalting. 


These tracks cannot be removed at once, ' 
- but the existing franchises will expire in 


a few years and they must not be extended. 
The avenue must be freed from all traction 
company obstructions so that there may 
be one street in the business district in 
which travel will be safe. 


THE GOLD IN THE TREASURY. 

The Treasury holds 1831-3 millions of 
gold over and above outstanding certifi- 
cates. This is not the largest amount it 
has held. .In March of 1888 the stock of 
free gold was nearly 219 millions. In Aug- 
ust of 1890, just after the enactment of the 
Sherman silver purchase law, the Treasury 
held nearly 186 millions, 

Then the calls on the Treasury began. 
Light at first, they increased steadily until 
the rush for gold came along with the mon- 
etary panie of 1898. In spite of all the bond 
sales there were but a hundred millions of 
gold in the possession of the government in 


August, 1896. 


Since the election of McKinley and the 
defeat of thé proposition to slump the 
currency to a depreciated silver standard 
the Treasury stock of free gold has kept on 
increasing.‘ It has done so during the last 
two nionths, fh which the possibility of war 
has become a certainty of war. 

It is evident that the fears as to the sound- 
ness of the currency which were so keenly 
felt among the business classes a year and 
a half ago have disappeared. They have 
accepted the result of the election of 1896 
as a finality. They are not troubled in 
mind because Democratic State conven- 
tions are indorsing the free silver plank of 
the Chicago platform, or because Bryan is 
still stumping the country for rotten money, 
or because Congress has not legislated on 
the currency question.

THE NEW POSTMASTER GENE 

Postmaster General Gary “has resigned 
his position in the Cabinet, and the Presi- 
dent yesterday sent in the name of Charles 
Emory Smith, editor of the Philadelphia 
Press and ex-Minister to Russia in the 
Harrigon administration, as his successor. 
Two reasons are assigned for Mr, Gary's. 
resignation. Senator Wellington, his per- 
sonal friend and one of the three peace 
Senators, says that Mr. Gary could not 
agree with the President in the attitude 
the latter has taken toward Spain. If this 
is really his sentiment then it was high time 
he should leave the Cabinet, and it would 
have been in better taste had he quitted 
it earlier. On thé other hand, Senator 
Wellington may have made an incorrect 
statement, as it is given out at the White 
House that Mr. Gary’s health has broken 
down to such an extent as to incapacitate 
him for carrying any longer the burden of 
office. Of course if this be the case he has 
taken the proper step in resigning. His suc- 
cessor, Charles Emory Smith, wifl make an’ 
admirable Cabinet officer. Heisa stalwart 
Republican, is widely and favorably known 
as a clear headed, energetic, and experi- 
enced man, and has been a successful news- | 
paper manager and editor.

OF INTEREST FROM EXCHANGES 


Our Presidents and Wars—How Vari- 
ous Executives Have Met the Is- 
sues of Armed Force. 


In these days of wars and rumors of war 
the memory of President Grant shines with 
increasing luster. When he became Presi- 
dent many Republicans said, ‘‘ A great sol- 
dier, but no statesman "’—a stupid remark, 
when we remember that our great soldier 
Presidents, from Washington down, have 
_been men of peace, and our pure political 
Presidents have either been eager to in- 
volve us in war or.have been such morbid 
haters of war and lovers of peace that by 
their very pusillenimity they have invited 
war by refusing to obey Washington’s warn- 
ing word, “‘In peace prepare for war.’’ 
Washington was a man of peace, but he was 
a conspicuous advocate of maintaining an 
adequate army and navy. Jefferson was 
a man of conspicuous genius as a political 
thinker and writer, but like all men of his 
type he despised war, hated soldiers, and 
attempted by astute negotiation to dodge 
war. He succeeded in making his country 
well nigh defenseless, and his successor 
found himself face to face with a war with 
Engiand, which Jefferson’s pusillanimity 
had invited. After Washington we did not 
have a soldier bred President until Andrew 
Jackson was elected in 1828. Jackson was 
a pugnacious man, but he was, lke Grant, 
a soldier who had been taught by the dread 
experiences of to avoid war except 
when there was no peace possible without 
the loss of national honor. Jackson's eight 
years elapsed without any war, despite the 
fact that he forced France to choose be- 
tween fair treatment of our spoliation 
claims or fight. President.Polk, a bigoted 
pro-siavery politician, threw all the influ- 
ence of his administration in favor of war 
with Mexico over the Texas controversy. 
President Taylor, an old soldier, in his six- 
teen months of rule, Was a conservative, 
peaceful Executive. President Buchanan, 
fed in places by his moral’ cowardice, pre- 
cipitated the great war for the union. When 
General Grant waée elected President Gen- 
eral Sherman said: ‘* You need not fear 
Grant; your politicians fament wars; we 
soldiers, to our deep disgust, are obliged to 
fight them.” And so it proved.—Portland 
Oregonian, 


Where Telephones Are Cheap.

An Anglo-American Monroe Doctrine. 

One of the latest signs of the tremendous 
change that has come over the opinions of 
thinking men is the letter of Sir Frederick 
Pollock, professor of jurisprudence at Ox- 
ford University, from which we yesterday 
published an extract. Sir Frederick advo- 
cates an alliance based on,the recognition by 
the United States of the joint interest of 
Great Britain “ in excluding European com- 
plications from America.’’ ‘‘On our side,”’ 
he declares, “ should be understood, if not 
tormally expressed, a readiness to support 
the Monroe doctrine In conjunction with the 
United States by whatever means might be 
necessary or sufficient and against all com- 
ers.”’

TAX STILL IN DOUBT 


Two-Mill Case Affecting South 
Parks Is Remanded. 


SUPREME COURT RULING. 


Decision Is on Technicality 


Instead of Merits. 


RIGHT TO LEVY UNSETTLED. 


Whether the South Park Commissioners 
are entitled to levy an additional tax of 2 
mills, under the act of 1895, remains just as 
doubtful as before the Illinois Supreme 


Court yesterday handed down an 
opinion in the cases of the Real 
Estate board and the First National 
Bank against County Clerk Philip 


Knopf. An injunction was asked by these 
complainants and granted by Judge Dunne, 
restraining Clerk Knopf from spreading the 
tax on the tax books. The decision reverses 
Judge Dunne and remands the case on a 
technicality. Both the merits and the tech- 
nical points were fully before the court, but 
the arguments on the merits were disregard- 
ed and the case was sent back because 
Judge Dunne declined to permit the South 
Park Commissioners to become parties to 
the suit after the decision had been rendered. 
The Commissioners had had cognizance of 
the suit from the beginning and their at- 
torneys, Green, Robbins, and Honoré, had 
been from the first assisting County Attor- 
ney Iles, who represented Mr. Knopf. They 
desired to become parties to the suit, it is 
stated, in order to be in a position to demand 
an indemnity bond from the complainants, 
County Attorney Iles argued against the 
granting of the injunction on the ground of 
public policy. He urged that the duties of 
the County Clerk were purely clerical and 
that no injunction should be granted which 
would prevent the proper transaction of 
public business. The proper course, he 
urged, would have been for property owners 
feeling themselves aggrieved to have en- 
joined the collection of the tax by the col- 
lectors. 


Opinion of the Court. 


The Supreme Court says: 
It was error for the court to proceed to final de- 
cree without having jurisdiction of the South Park 


commissioners, and as the questions sought to be 


presented in this court by the record are such only 
as materially affect the rights and powers of com- 
missioners, it is manifest we should not assume 
to consider and determine such questions. 

We are not disposed to dismiss the bill, but will 
reverse the decree, and the cause will be re- 


manded to the Cireult.Court with leave to com- 


plainant upon payment of all costs to?*make the 
park commissioners defendants, and with direc- 
tions to the court if that is not done to dismiss the 
bill at complainant's cost. 

The validity of the tax remains a mooted 
point. The Park Commissioners maintain 
that the act of 1895, under which the West 
Park board has levied an additional two-mill 
tax, was sufficient authority for the levying 
of a similar tax by the South Park Commis- 
sioners. Acting upon the advice of its 
former attorney, James R. Mann, the board 


included this tax, amounting to $295,246, in 


its total of $785,246 certified to the County 
Clerk for 1897. ’ 
| Future of the Case. 

Whether the case will go further remains 
to be determined. The South Park Commis- 
sioners say it has been apparent that there 
was no general opposition on the part of 


property-owners and taxpayers to the addii- 


tional tax, as it is well understood that the 
board requires additional funds with which 
to complete the improvement of the Lake 
Front Park. Joseph Donnersberger, of the 


five members of the board, alone opposed 
the leying of the additional tax. 


James W. B)lsworth said yesterday he 


did not suppose the board would attempt to 
collect the tax for 1207 even if the case is 
dropped by the Real Estate board and the 
bank, but that if not opposed it would levy 
the same tax for 18098 so as to secure funds 
with which to improve the park properties. 
The board is carrying $53,000 of bonds now 
due, and $51,500 worth will fall due in July 
and $43,500 worth early next year. The 


board will lose one mill of taxation by the 
falling due of these bonds. 


BAN OFF GENERAL ELECTRIC. 


Illinois Supreme Court Reaffirms Its 


Decision Denying an Injunction 
Against Construction. 


The last legal bar to the enjoyment of the 
franchise of the General Electric railway 
company was removed yesterday when the 
Supreme Court of Illinois reaffirmed its de- 
cision of June, 1896, denying an injunction 
against the construction of the road. At- 
torney Edward J. Judd, representing the 
General Electric, breathed a long sigh of re- 
Hef when he read the telegram announcing 
the victory of the company. 

The legal battle in the lower court was be- 
fore Judge Dunne, and his disposition of the 


case excited wide interest in legal and cor- 


poration circles. Attorney General Maloney 
applied for an injunction to restrain the 
General Electric from constructing its line, 
alleging that for various reasons the com- 
pany’s ordinance was void. Insufficiency of 
frontage and forged consents were the main 
allegations. 

During the hearing Attorney Richard 
Prendergast, in behalf of the General Elec- 
tric company, moved the court to dismiss the 
information on-the ground ghat the Attorney 


General was acting in collusion with and in 


the interest of the Chicago City railway 
company, which sought in this manner to 
crush out a rival traction Hine. This was 
the first time such a motion had been made 
in a chancery proceeding at the suit of the 
Attorney General, and it was at first ridi- 
culed, but finally the attorneys for the dc- 
fendant company were successful, the court 
granting this motion and dismissing the bill 


entirely, and denying the application for an 
injunction. 


The Attorney General appealed to the Su- 


preme Court, and that tribunal sustained 
Judge Dunne. 


_ A petition for rehearing was 
filed and allowed. Yesterday's decision 
finally disposes of the case.

Arguments in the injunction proceedings 
of the Chicago City railway company against 
the General Electric company were begun 
yesterday before Judge Showalter in the 
United States Circuit Court. The streets 
named in the bill are Wabash avenue, be- 
tween Twenty-second and Thirty-ninth 
streets, and Plymouth place, between Jack 
son boulevard and Fourteenth street. The 
General Electric company claims the right 
to these streets under a permit by the City 
Council a year ago. The Chicago City rail- 
way company asserts that by reason of a 
contract with the City Councll in 48638, and of 
a legislative act in 1865, no company could 
be allowed to lay tracks In these streets. A 
demurrer was filed to the original bill, and 
both the motion for an injunction and the 
demurrer came up for argument yesterday. 
Attorney Gregory appeared for the plaintiffs 
and Attorneys Aldrich and Moran for the 
defendants. 


SAGACITY OF WAR HORSES. 


Their Great Intelligence and Martial 
Spirit and How They Act When 
: the Battle Is On. 


“Tt is remarkable how quickly horses 
adapt themselves to the military service,” 
said an old soldier. ‘** Every artilleryman 
knows that they learn the bugle calls and 
the evolutions quicker than the men, as a 
rule. They soon acquire a uniform gait, 
which is about the same as what we call 
the route step or the usual marching step. 
If the horses did not acquire the same gait 
as the infantry there would be varying dis- 
tances between the different arms of the 
service—that is: between the infantry and 
the cavalry, artillery, and the commanders 
and their escorts. In the driids In the artil- 
lery service the horses will preserve their 
alignment as well as the infantry rank. 

shal! always remember one illuetration 
of this trait which I noted at a very exciting 
and critical moment of a battle during our 
civil war. In order to save some of our 1n- 
fantry from being surrounded and captured 
the commander of one of our batteries quick- 
ly mounted the cannoneefs on the guns and 


“put the whole battery at a déad gallop across 


a stretch of meadow about half a mile wide. 
I was quite accustomed to sights but 
when that dashing company was half way 
across the field I noticed the inspiring array, 
and for a moment was lost in rapt admira- 
tion of the magnificent picture. Every 
driver was plying whip and spur, the great 
guns were rocking and thundering over the 
ground, and every horse, reeking with foam 
and full of animation and excitement, was 
straining every muscle as he galloped for- 
ward, yet a straight line drawn along in 
front would have touched the noses of the 
lead horses in front of the six guns. That 
was an artillery charge, one of the most 
thrilling sights in the evolutions of war. 

‘* It is surprising how quickly horses learn 
the bugle calls. Let the first note of the 
feed or water call be soundéd, and instantly 
there will be a stamping, kicking, and neigh- 
ing among the horses. Once, during a ter- 
rible night storm in camp, our horses were 
seized with such perry that those of nearly 
every battery broke foose and scattered 
about. The next morning there was a wild 
rush among the artillerymen to capture 
horses for use. All Was excitement, and 
the horses refused to be caught. An officer 
ordered the bugler to cite the feed call. 
Horses from every direction came dashing 
in to that battery. and the rush was so great 
that it was with difficulty the men could get 
out of the way of the eager horses. 

* When it comes to a battle a horse seems 
to know everything that is going on and the 
reason for it all, and does his duty nobly. 
He enters into the spirit of a battle like a 
human being. He shows no fear of death, 
no sign of being overcome by panic in all 
the wild tumult of the battle’s roar. A horse 
in one of our batteries during the Murfrees- 
boro fight was hit by a piece of shell, which 
split his skull so that one side was loosened. 
The driver turned him loose, but he walked 
up to the side of the gun and watched the 
firing. and when a shot was fired would fol- 
low it with his gaze as if to note its effect 
on the enemy. 
near by he would turn his head and look at 
it. When he saw the team he had worked 
with being driven back for ammunition he 
ran to his old place and galloped back with 
the rest. When an officer pushed him aside 
to have another horse put in he gazed at the 
new one with a most sorrowful expression 
in his eyes, Then he seemed to realize that 
the glory of battle was no more for him, and 
he walked away and lay down and died. The 
officer declared that it was a broken heart, 
not the wound, that killed him. 

“ During a flerce charge of Confederate 
cavalry at Murfreesboro an officer was killed 
and the cavalry driven back. The horse the 
officer had ridden was a magnificent animal, 
and he had not been taught to retreat. 
Riderless he kept om his way, and as he 
dashed through our battery the sight of him 
was indescribably grand. His nostrils were 
extended wide, his eyes fairly blazed. and he 
clutched the bit determinedly with his teeth 
as he came on like the wind, with his saddle 
flaps flying until he looked as if he were 
himself flying instead of wildly running. 
Every one gave him room as he dashed 
toward us. An officer shouted that he would 
give $100 to any one who would capture that 
superb animal, but all seemed too much 
bound up in admiration of the noble beast to 
make the effort, and he sped on and dis- 
poared in the blue distance."’Ex.

SOM? ON BIG CLAIM 


Rock Island Railroad Seeks 
to Recover $1,615,625. 


AMOUNT PAID FOR TOLLS. 


Hannibal and St. Joseph Com- 
pany Is the Defendant. 


UNFAIR CHARGE IS ALLEGED. 


Buit has been brought in the United States 
Circuit Court of the Northern District of 
Illinois whereby the Rock Island expects 
to obtain $1,615,625 from the Hannibal and 
St. Joseph railroad. The Rock Island claims 
the latter owes it that amount for over- 
charges in Kansas City bridge tolls since 
1880. It is claimed that the Rock Island 
made a contract with the Hannibal and St. 
Joseph road in 1879 for the use of the bridge 
and agreed to pay toll forall passengers and 
freight it should transport over the bridge. 
It was, however, expressly provided in the 
articles of agreement that if any other rail- 
road company should, after the commence- 
ment of the term of the lease, be permitted 
to transport freight or passengers over that 
bridge upon the payment of tolls lower than 
those specified in the Rock Island contract 
those tolls should be reduced to correspond 
with such reduced rates. 

In June, 1880, the Wabash secured a con- 
tract for the use of the bridge on payment 
of tolls lower than those specified in the 
contract with the Rock Island. Since that 
time, it is charged, the Hannibal and St. 
Joseph railroad has demanded and received 
from the Rock Island the full tolls specified 
in the original agreement. The Rock Islard 
contends that the toils it has paid from 
Jan, 1, 1880, until now should be cut down 
to correspond with the reduced rates paid 
by the Wabash railroad. 

In response to inquiries from roads west 
of Chicago leading to “Mississippi River 
points, as to what basis the lake lines would 
authorize on flour and grain products‘ rate 
from Mississippi River and. interior points 
under the present lake and rail rate’ from 
Chicago of 14% cents, Commissioner McCain 
of the lake lines furnishes the following in- 
formation: | 

The 14%-cent lake and rail basis from Chicago 
was established by the lake lines on the assump-. 
tion that the rail rate from Chicago would be 
made three cents higher, or 17% cents. On the 
latter figure the all rail rate from East St. Louis 
and Mississippi River crossings would be 20% 
cents. The division of the latter rate would allow 
the roads to Chicago 3% cents. The lake and 
rail rate from East St. Louis and Mississipp! 
River crossings corresponding with the 20% cents 
all rail rate from same points would be 17% 
cents. If the Western roads leading to Chicago 
desire to establish a lake and rail rate via Chi- 
cago on this basis, with the understanding that. 
they will accept the proportion which would 
accrue to Chicago under corresponding all rail 
rate, the lake lines are agreeable. The lake lines 
feel that they should not accept less than the 
proportion east of Chicago of 14 cents, resulting 
under the above arrangement, which, if not ac- 
ceptable to Western roads, the lake lines wil! 
charge egst of Chicago their local rates on busi- 
ness from the above points. 

Executive officers of the Chicago terminal 
roads had a conference yesterday with 
President Spoor of the consolidated Stock- 
Yards lines regarding a proposition to reduce 
the termina! charge for switching live stock 
into the Union Stock-Yardg from $2 to §1. 
The Interstate Commerce commission re- 

cently decided that a charge of more than $1 
is unreasonable. Application for a rehear- 
ing has been made, and pending a decision 
vpon it no definite action will be taken. In 
case the railroads are compelled to reduce 
the terminal charge they want the Stock- 
Yards lines to reduce the charge of 80 cents 
per car to 530 cents for switching the live 
stock from the railroad terminals to the 
Stock- Yards. 

Directors of the Burlington decided yes- 
terday to spend more than $1,000,000 on track 
elevation in the City of Chicago. The tracks 
will be elevated from the Pan-Handle cross- 
ing at Western avenue to the company’s 
yards at Hawthorne, where the Burlington 
tracks cross those of the Belt Line. The 
money is now in the treasury from surplus 
earrings to do the work, so that no new issue 
of oonds will be necessary. 

The Board of Managers of the Joint Traf- 
fic association has declined to order a re- 
duction in grain rates to the basis of 15 cents 
from Chicago to New York, as recommended 
by the Central Freight association. No at- 
tention is paid by the railroads to the action 
of the association, and grain is now taken 
from Chicago to New York at considerably 
less than 15 cents pér 100 pounds. 

Presidents of the Chicago-Missouri River 
roads are trying to stop the rate war on 
packing-house products. This freight is 
hauled at an actual loss, and several roads 
refuse to meet the rate announced by the 
Missouri Pacific and Santa Fé roads. 

The Wabash has made arrangements with 
the Rock Island whereby its through sleeper 
to Kansas City by way of St. Louis will be 
added at Kansas City to the Rock Island’s 
fast train to Colorado points. 


Increased Earnings in Michigan. 

Lansing, Mich., April 21.—[Special.]—The 
Michigan earnings of railroad companies 
for February were $2,075,403, an increase of 
$92,694 over February, 1897. The total earn- 
ings to March 1 were $4,290,467, an increase 
of $540,074, or 14.4 per cent over the same 
period last year.

in theatrical work for weeks. They then 
gave the play befofe a select circle of in- 
vited friends. It was not a public perform- 
ance, but the audtence composed some of the 
keenest critics of the English department 
and nearly all the leading scholars among 
the college faculty. 

The production took place in the English 
seminary room. This compelled limiting the 
audience, but the enthusiasm which greeted 
the presentation of the play was warm, and 
there was ah instant and spontaneous re- 
quest that the play be given before the entire 
college and New Haven public. The princi- 
pais have consented to repeat the comedy.

ALLEN DEFENDS HIS COURSE. 


Author of the Famous Bill Says Gov- 
ernor Tanner Is a Man of

Danville, Ill. April 21.--[Special.]—The 
Republican county convention held today 
passed a resolution indorsing the course of 
President McKinley, Governor Tanner, the 
laws passed by the Illinois Legislature, and 
the representatives from this county.

HEAVY DEMAND FOR SLEEPERS, 


The contract for the transportation of 
government troops to the front, so far as 
sleeping cars are required, has been secured 
by the Pullman company. Every available 
sleeper has been calledin tothe yards. Each 
incoming train is expected to bring additional 
sleeping cars, and the facilities of the plant 
are being taxed to the utmost to supply the 
government's demands, 

Officials of Pullman's Palace Car 
pany, with the exception of President Rob- 
ert T. Lincoln, spent several hours yesterday 
morning at the plant, consulting with man- 
agers and engineers. The result will be, it 
is understood, the immediate erection of 
several additional, buidings to accommodate 
a greatly increased force of workmen. 

The officials are reticent as to just what the 
contemplated improvements include, but they 
admit the demands of their ordinary trade 
at this season already tax to the utmost the 
capacity of the plant. 

Among the old employés a belief exists that 
other contracts than tif6se of transportation 
for government troops. are contemplated by 
the government. They point to the rapidity 


' with which orders for the various railways 


are being pushed. Many of these are known 
to be for future delivery, yet the claim is that 
the work is being completed in advanee. 
went to Pullman,’ said Thomas H. 
Wickes, Vice President of the company, “ to 
inspect some new parlor cars which are be- 
ing built. The only government contract 
we have is one for the transportation of 
troops in sleeping cars, and we know of no 
other we are likely to get. We are not going 
to increase our shop forces, for the reason

for Acadia. The bitter struggle of these two 
Frenchmen, into which Governor Winthrop 
/and the Boston Puritans were drawn, forms 
the fascinating subject of the introductory 
chapters. 
' Few more romantic stories can be found in 
Canadian history than this initial struggle 
for a wilderness empire, in which d’Aunay 
finally won the support of his home govern~ 
ment only to meet death shorfly afterward 
by the overturning of his canoe. Then La 
Tour not only harvested all that his rival 
had sown buf even married that vanquished 
victor’s wife. | 
“The episode is not unlike the struggle be- 
tween the French and English, which was 
to take a wider scope in the same regior.

_, Lovers of Dickens can scarcely fail to ad- 
mire the fine new “‘ Gadshill Edition ” of the 
’ great novelist’s works which is issuing from 
the press of Dickens’ chosen publishers, 
Chapman & Hall of London, and which is 
imported into the United States by Charles 
Scribner's Sons. The edition is in thirty- 
two large volumes, and most of them have 
already appeared. The longer novels fill two 
thick volumes each, and all. are embellished 
with the original illustrations and prefaced 
with critical introductionsby Andrew Lang. 
Mr. Lang is peculiarly happy in his intrvo-

The prettiest débutante of the season 
started to wear one in her very black hair 
and every one else is seeing the beauty of it. 
Truth to tell, one can’t keep the little soft 
knot up without something of the sort. If 
left to itself it flops down in the most help- 
less way, spoiling entirely the contour of the 
coiffure. 

These combs have short prongs, and broad 
flat tops; a few are ornamenied, but they are 
not nearly so good form as the plain ones. 
They are placed just below the knot to sup- 
port it, the prongs finding ample room in the 
loose mass of hair that rolls up from the 
collar. 

Metal combs are never worn: tortoise is 
the only allowable material. 

As impossible as this coiffure looks to the 
novice, it must be easily arranged after one 
gets the knack of it. The prettiest girls in 
town seem to have caught on to it admira- 


bly; the hairdressers say it is simple after 
one trains the hair a few times to flop in 


the right direction. 


Here speaks the hairdresser: 

Comb the front hair over the face; pin on a 
roll of hair, “a rat,’’ as some term it.

Roll the back hair up loosely to meet the 
front locks, join the two in the center of 
the head and catch all with a small elastic 
band. Pull the hair out sufficiently all 
around, then run your long, thick, hot irons 
through the front and back. 

Make the long hair into a small figure 8 
and push the comb in back of it. 


The hair must never be curled up closely . 


ande«then pulled back over the roll. 
trick is to imprint the heavy wave to them 
after they are rolled back. 
Frizzly curls are rejected. Straight hair 
is allowable, but waves are the most desired, 
Always use an elastic band to catch the 
hair before twisting it into a loop.

‘MARQUISE DE FONPENOY'S LETTER. 


(Copyright, 1898, by the Marquise de Fontenoy. J 
Young Qugen Wilhelmina of Holland has 
just given another illustration of the inde- 


pendence of her character by proclaiming 


her dislike of music, an admission which 
requires some little courage for a young 
girl to make. If the truth were known 
probably not 50 per cent of the women who 
profess to dote on music care anything 
aboutit. At least so one would gather from 
the lamentable lack of ear which they manti- 
fest. But few have the pluck to procllam 
their true sentiments in the matter, music 
being regarded as one of the particular 
attributes of fair woman, and a knowledge 
thereof one of the most attractive and in- 
dispensable of feminine accomplishments. 

Being a Queen regnant, young Wilhel- 
mina of the Netherlands can afford to make 
an avowal of her aversion to this particu- 
lar muse, an aversion which she shares 
with King Humbert of Italy. and King 
Leopold of Belgium, both of. whose con- 
sorts, probably through our feminine spirit 
of contradiction, are passionately devoted to 
music. 

While the Dutch are not usually reputed 
to be a musical people, the father of the 
young Queen was noted for his fondness 
thereof. Indeed, his devotion to the art was 
such that when still Prince of Orange prior 
to his accession to the throne, he disguised 
himself in order to play second violin in 
Malibran’s orchestra. But then he was 
in love with Malibran at the time, which 
may possibly account for this freak. 


Bichops of the Established Church of 
England are such imposing personages with 
their importance as spiritual peers of the 
realm, with the right which they possess 
to be addressed as ‘‘ My Lord,” garbed

The prelate explained to the coster his 
@ilemma, and asked for a “lift.” The 
kindly owner of the ass at once consented. 
The Lord Bishop serambled into the bar- 
row on top of the oranges and apples, and 
the donkey, entering into the humor of the 
situation, used its four hoofs with, such 
dispatch that his Lordship’s ride through 
the principal street of this ancient town, 
so celebrated in connection with John Gil- 
pin’s ride, was like a triumphal procession. 

Thanks to the donkey, the Bishop ar- 
rived at the church in good time. Last 
year, curiously enough, this same Bishop 
arrived at the church for confirmation 
service full half an hour before the time 
appointed for it to begin, and, being tired, 
went fast asleep on the choir benches of 
the church. where he was found audibly 
slumbering in full view of the assembling 
congregation within five minutes of the 
hour appointed for the service.

For the most ridiculous information con- 
cerning the English royal family it is never 
necessary to look any further than to the 
London so-called society papers, which, ex-
